ORDER 

(Passed on this 30th day of June 1998) 

This case relates to a proposal of die Cochin Port Trust (COPT) for an amendment to the Scale of rates in respect of rates 
of rent for open storage space. The proposal was earlier considered and approved by the Board of Trustees of die COPT in its 
meeting held on 14 June, 1996. The rent for open space was described separately for commercial and industrial purposes and for 
hard surface area. This was approved by the Government on 9 December, 1996 and notified in the official Gazette. 

2. Due to a change in the unit rate for allotment of open space on temporary lease basis, the present Licencoes are now 
required to pay a much higher, rent as compared to the rent fixed earlier. Whereas in the case of permanent lease, the increase has 
only been 100% over the existing rent, it has increased by more than four times for temporary leases i.e., lease granted on 
payment of monthly licence foe and limiting the period of licence to below one year. Temporary leases are normally granted to 
bunks repair facilities and other portrrelated purposes. Representations were received by the port Trust for revision of the 
lease rent for temporary lease. This was considered by the Board of Trustees in its meeting held on 9th May 1997 and endorsed. 

3. Although the revision has been proposed in less than l ‘/j years time, because of foe representations received by foe 
Port Trust from various users about foe revised rates causing undue hardships, foe proposal made by foe Port Trust is hereby 
approved. The revised tales for temporary lease will be as follows : 

(i) Rs. 170/- per 10 sq. mtr per month prescribed for rent for open storage space or part there of subject to a minimum 
of Rs. 500/- for a period upto one year for temporary lease. 

(ii) Normal lease rates when the lease is extended byond one year. Such leases shall not normally be extended 
beyond 5 years. 

4. Accordingly, itis decided that.foe Scale of Rates be amended by adding foe following note below Note 2 of tho Notifi¬ 
cation issued in foe Kefala Gazette on 21-01-1997 vide no. 82/2222/72-S dated 01-01-1997. ' 

Note.—The rent rates for open storage space under items C & D of Chapter IV of foe Scale of Rates will be applicable 
only for short term leases upto one year. Beyond this period, the prescribed lease rates under item VIII (a) II of 
Chapter IV shall be charged.
